Then came the day that I was being transferred to a high school (a known home for future criminals). I was sure 
that my attitudes would be reinforced. 


Shortly after arriving at M.E. LaZerte I began to coach football and was able to meet some of the male population of the 
school. Quickly following was the self defence instruction to all Grade 10 girls, along with trips to Rabbit Hill with the 
Ski Club. A few dances and a Physical Education 30 camping trip to Jasper later I finally allowed myself to place my 
attitudes under review. 


You helped me to honestly evaluate my attitudes. 1 found that those attitudes built up in jail cells had been very 
wrong indeed. The friendliness of the students, the involvement with students in the classroom and out, and the 
extracurricular activities had finally pushed out the old prejudices and I was able to see clearly again. 1 now had a 
clear picture - the picture that students are not only our future doctors, lawyers, and politicians, but are also a great 
bunch of people to be with. ‘‘Kids’’ are not problems but caring young persons with needs and wants similar to my 
own. 


And so M.E. LaZerte, | don’t know if I have changed your attitudes towards police officers but you have certainly 
changed mine towards young people and for that, I thank you. For those who will not be returning for the next 
year, I look forward to seeing you for 82-83!
